The series of steps surrounding the credit validation 
billing process (numerals 180 and 630) do not differ materially from a standard credit card 
purchase transaction. There is no teaching or suggestion whereby the Sabal process employs the 
user's credit rating as a qualification- only the user's credit card. Instead, Sabal teaches the
